2. Claims 1,2,4-11,1 3-1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches the interface part performs a master-slave system type 
data communication wherein the host apparatus serving as a master and the electronic 
apparatus serving as a slave, and the functional unit starts activating upon receiving an 
the activation command from the host apparatus, the operable status register 
corresponding to the functional unit turns/rewrites from the inoperable state to the 
operable state when the functional unit turns/rewrites into the operable state and the 
functional unit stops operation and turn/rewrites into the inoperable state and the 
operable status register corresponding to the functional unit turns/rewrites from the 
operable state to the inoperable state upon receiving a stop command for the functional 
unit from the host apparatus as set forth in the claims.
